MOTION OF NEXUS COMMUNICATIONS, INC. REQUESTING
RETURN OF AN ORIGINAL CONFIDENTIAL DOCUMENT
AND WITHDRAWAL OF ITS PREVIOUS PETITION FOR CONFIDENTIALITY

Nexus Communications, Inc. (“Nexus”) respectfully submits this Motion requesting
return of an original confidential document and, contingent upon return of that document,
requesting withdrawal of its previous Petition for Confidentiality.
